THE PljBUC SERVICE COMMISSION 


ORDER 


To gather a fair understanding of the 


purpose and effect of the recent Public 
Service Commission order prohibiting cer- 
tain operating companies in Wisconsin 
from paying dividends, it is necessary to 
look over somewhat the structure we have 
erected to handle and control the impor- 
tant relations existing between the people 
and the utilities. 


In the first place, no utility may be 


owned or operated in "Wisconsin except by 
a corporation organized and existing "un- 
der and by virtue of the laws of Wis- 
consin." The purpose of this exceedingly 
wise provision (and it has been in the 
Wisconsin statutes for generations) was to 
make every such utility constantly and 
at all times subject to another exceeding- 
ly wise provision of law, that formed a 
part of the Wisconsin constitution when it 
was adopted in 1848 that the state may at 
any time "revise, amend or repeal the 
charter" of any Wisconsin corporation. 


But in order to complete the picture 


these two provisions must be read in con- 
junction with the liberal and enlightened 
construction placed upon them by the Su- 
preme Court of Wisconsin. Together they 
will be found to have preserved for the 
state a very far-reaching, but necessary, 
control and direction, not alone of the ser- 
vice and rates of the various utilities, but 
also of their internal affairs that may 
even remotely affect their standing, sta- 
bility or ability to render service to the 
public. 


And now conies along a disturbing fac- 


tor, the holding company, and disturbing 
principally because it has often gone un- 
regulated and uncontrolled. 


Few, if any of these holding compan- 


ies are Wisconsin Corporations. They are 
usually brought forth under the laws of 
Delaware or some other 
state 
where 


greater elasticity is afforded 
for 
the 


changing handling of their internal af- 
fairs, made necessary in large part by an 
altering of business conditions quite be- 
yond their control. 


Many of these holding companies are 


legitimate and provide financial, engineer- 
ing, and other services of great value to 
the operating companies, receiving in re- 
turn the considerable advantage that ac- 
crues from a concentrated control of a 
number of concerns solving the same gen- 
eral problems. 


But some of these holding companies 


are pirates, bold buccaneers, that would 
stab the operating company in the back, 
drain it of its resources, either through 
borrowings or the declaration of improper 
dividends, to blithely publish their "Earn- 
ings" made satisfactory in this improper 
and reprehensible manner, and so contin- 
ue to sell stock in the holding company or 
protect loans made on holding company 
stock that has become worthless, thus 
desperately attempting to delay the in- 
evitable day of reckoning, and in grim 
stupidity drag down or seriously impair 
the ability of the operating company to 
furnish the service to the public, and at 
the rates of reasonableness its duty under 
the law demands. 


The State of "Wisconsin is interested 


only in the operating company. The or- 
der of the Ccrnirlssicn made for the pur- 
nose of nreserrins 
; operating compan- 


ies in sound, financial condition, serves two 
rather important purposes just now. 


One is tc demonstrate the great ex- 


tent and intimate nature of its power and 
authority concerning every last detail of 
the utilities' affairs. 


The other—and certainly equally as 


important—what may be expected from 
Governmental agencies such- as the Com- 
mission, when talented, -vigorous men di- 
rect their affairs, eagerly aiert to protect 
the public at every turn of the road, and 
not merely to lock the garage after the 
car has teen stolen. 


The Commission realizes clearly and 


states as definitely the wisdom underlying 
the conservative rule that, during 
the 


prevalence of a great economic or fi- 
nancial disturbance, 
corporations 
must 


not look to pleasing or "honeying-up" 
their stockholders, but to preserving their 
own stability. 


The Commission'*, reasoning in this 


and other matters released in the last 
eighteen months goes far to place it along- 
side that original Commission of thirty 
years ago that so stoutly and capably 
blazed its way through the tangled copse 
and thick jungle that had to be cleared 
to make way for the better order of to- 


OCB CHANCING NATION 


Just ax if the nation did not have 


enough problems already, it is now being 
asserted that we are about to enter on a 
period of declining population. 


Dr. P. K. Whelpton of the Scripps 


Foundation for Research in Population 
Problems has been studying the census 
figures, and he finds that they forecast 
such a period very clearly. 


Between 1920 and 1930, for example, 


there was a smaller percentage of the 
population under five years of age than 
in former years. There were, in fact, 
fewer children under five than between 
the ages of five and ten—the first time 
in American history that this had hap- 
pened. 


This, of course, reflects quite clearly 


a declining birth rate; and since immi- 
gration has been cut down to almost noth- 
ing it seems fairly certain that in a few 
years the population of the United States 
will not only stop increasing but will be- 
gin to decrease—very slightly, perhaps, 
but nevertheless perceptibly. 


This will have a number of effects on 


national life. 


In the first place, American industry 


will no longer have the constantly ex- 
panding domestic market that it has al- 
ways had in other years. 


Cities will no longer show steady, con- 


stant growth. It will no longer be possi- 
ble for a clever speculator to buy up 
farm land beyond the suburbs and, by 
holding onto it until the city has expand- 
ed to meet it, make himself rich. 


Land values in general, instead of ris- 


ing slowly but surely, as they have ever 
since the Revolution—except for brief 
intervals of depression—will remain con- 
stant, or will even suffer a slow decline. 


In other words, business and industry 


will have to accommodate themselves to 
an entirely new situation. From the very 
beginning, we have had something very 
like a continuous boom in this country— 
how will ~we get along without it?
